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ABSTBACT 

The National Education Association (NEA) has 
assembled data about its rival organization, the American Federation 
of T€achers (AFT). For each state, the total state membership is 
shown together with each local's identifying nuirber, name, and total 
members for 1979 and 1930. Overseas membership is listed, as are 
comparative data for the years 1974 through 1980 concerning AFT 
membership, gain or less of members, number of active locals, and 
state federations listed by AFT. A fact sheet shows the comparative 
strength of NEA and AFT in 1980. AFT administrator locals are listed 
as is the membership in 61 locals chartered by the American 
Federation of School Administrators, AFL-CIO. (MLF) 
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NOTE: 

AFT locals recently were listed under 2 to 4 locals, 2 to 3 membership 
totals or different names in 2 to 5 locals though we tried to give mem- 
bership figures for only one. 

Membership in American Federation of Teachers includes many locals wholly 
or in part with mostly nonvoting members not on public school or instruc- 
tional staff, often without a vote in AFT Convention, or as second-class 
members, such as:

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1980 HIGHLIGHTS 



4.\i official 1980 total membership was listed as 551,359. However 
at the 1980 AFT Convention a special mimeographed report raised 
the total to 568,000 due to late reports after the official year 
closed. These membership late figures will appear in the 1981 
tota I s . 

AFT membership gain for 1980 was officially reported as 32 080 
or a gain of S%. 

States with the largest gains were Connecticut, Florida, Maryland 
New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Texas and Wisconsin.

Two new administrator locals were chartered by AFT and some new 
locals were chartered by AFSA school administrators of the AFL- 
CIO, independent of AFT but affiliated through their AFL-CIO Edu- 
cational Council, 

Membership registered gains in 27 states and losses in 20 states 
for AFT. 

Membership gains showed up mainly in locals of nurses, colleges 
newly chartered, and of several large cities. ' 

NEA's loss in membership was a little over 29,000 for 1980 too 
late to be reported exactly. ' 

In several cases, AFT published sources for AFT locals were listed 
under 2 to 4 different names, tp.-i different local numbers with 
2 to 3 different membership tctf.ls, but we tried to give the latest 
or most authentic name or membership.
